Assuming that the bride’s sister will 
be her maid of honor, she will drive to 
the church with her mother, another 
carriage will take the married sister and 
her husband, while the father and the 
bride will drive in a third carriage. in 
cold weather the last one should be 
heated so the bride need weur no wrap.

DERFUL CLOCK. 


A WON 


Model of Venetian Marble on View 
in London. 


In the British Palace of Applied 
Arts at the White City, London, a 
wonderful clock was recently placed 
ou view. Standing twelve feet high, 
it is an exact reproduction of the 
great seventy-foot clock tower 1n 
the Square of St. Mark, Venice. 
The four storeys of the tower in the 
model, as in the original, are con- 
structed of solid marble, with pan- 
els of colored Carrara marble and 
mosaic of gold and lapis-lazulli. 


Above the archway which forms 
the bottom storey of the tower are 
dials indicating the hours, months 
and phrases of the moon. The cen- 
tral dial is of black enamel, spang- 
led with golden svars, and repre- 
sents the heavens. Inset in this is 
a globe, half black, half gilt, repre- 
senting the moon, and arranged to 
make a complete revolution in 29% 
days. Round this dial a golden sun 
revolves. Turning with the sun, 
but at a different speed, is a circle 
marked with the signs of the zodi- 
ac, and outside this is another cir- 
cle marked with the hours of the 
day. 

The centre of the third storey is 
cccupied by an alcove containing a 
gilt figure of the Virgin and Chitd, 
and flanked by two golden doors.

It is best to reserve the first eight 
rews of pews on both sides of the 
center aisle for the insumediate family 
and for their intimate friends. ‘The 
ushers are told who is to be favored 
by a seal in these special pews, and the 
rest of the guests occupy pews farther 
buck in the church, Usually one end of 
a white ribbon is attached, with flow- 
ers, to the end of the elghth pew and, 
when the time comes for the bride to 
enter the church, two of the ushers 
luke the loose ends of the ribbon and, 
carrying them back, fasten them to the 
last pew in the church. This effectually 
bars any one getting In the way of the 
procession or leaving during™theé cere- 
mony. 

After the couple have been made hus- 
band und wife they turn and, with the 
bride on the right arm of her husband, 
pass between the deuble row of attend- 
iunts and on down the aisle, They are fol- 


luwed first by the best man and maid 
or honor together—the maid, of course, 
ut the right of the man—then by the 
bridesmaids and lastly by the ushers, 
who only accormpany the party to the 
end of the middle aisle. They then 
turn and escort the ladies in the re- 
served pews from the church. It is not 
until these pews are empty that the 
white ribbons are taken down and the 
rest of the guests are allowed to de- 
ja®rt. 

it is now the groom’s turn to bear 
sotne expense, gn he fees the clergy- 
man, the organist and the sexton at 
the church. The feeing is not done until 
the clergyman makes out the certificate, 
and the best man handles all the money,

Rritish Men-o’-War That Seem

One of the very strongest and

America’s first bargain in 
this direction consisted of the pur- 
chase of a whole state, out and out.

ELECTRIC SLEEP.; 


The city of Paris early in the 
summer fitted un a laboratory for 
the Hospital of Sainte Anne, and 
there she has be working steadily. 
«\lready she has put a patient to 
sleep by electricity without per- 
ferming an operation. She has also 
in several cases used electricity as 
a local anaesthetic on a part of the 
arm or leg and has performed a 
slight operation. Her intention 
row is, in which she is encouraged 
ly the veteran Dr. Magan, to per- 
form a serious operation made un- 
der the influence of electric sleep. 
This will be the first time that this 
has been done anywhere in the 
world. 

Dr. Rabinovitch has made some 
remarkable discoveries while she 
has been working in herdzboratory, 
and finds no difficulty in instilling 
itfe into animals which have died on 
the operating table. The immeuse 
value of this discovery to physici- 
ans when patients die by cause of 
an anaesthetic can be seen at once. 


DOG DIED THREE TIMES. 


One dog playing about the labora- 
tory, the ductor ‘told me, had been 
dead three times. ‘While under 
the influence of electric sleep [ 
killed her instantly with chloro- 
form. The heart stopped beating 
and respiration ceased. If the amni- 
mal hed been left alone then it 
would have remained dead, but | 
immediately instituted artificial re- 
spiration by means of electricity, 
and presently the animal started to 
breathe of its own aceord. Again, 


lufter I had killed the dog and re- 


it, hemorrhage set in, 
operation, and the 
dog bled to death. I brought it 
back to life again. The animal is 
at present perfectly healthy.” 

While I was in the laboratory the 
cdcctor put a rabbit under the in- 
fluence of electric sleep. In a com- 
paratively short time, when the 
rabbit came out from under the in- 
fluence, it hopped away contented- 
ly.

SHIPS FOR THE NAVY. 


Most Formidable Squadrons in the 
World. 


During the next few months the 
British navy will) be considerably 
strengthened by the addition of 
many new ships now approaching 
eompletion, including four battle- 
ships and three armored cruisers. 
These new vessels will augment the 
naval forces in the North Sea, 
where they will replace ships of an 
vider type. 

First of the battleships will be 
the Lord Nelson. This ship, which 
has been built on the Tyne, has 
heen greatly delayed by labor trou- 
les. She belongs to the 1904-5 na- 
val construction well over three 
years. When completed she will 
join her sister ship, the \gamem- 
pon, in the Nore division of the 
Home Fleet. relieving the Magnifi- 
cent as flagship of the rear-admira! 
is command of the battle squadron 
(the Hon. S.C. J. Colville). 

The Lord Nelson will be closely 
fe llowed by the three improved 
Dreadnonghts of the 1906-7 pre- 
gramme. The Bellerophon, buil. at 
Portsmouth, is nearly ready tor 
commencing her trials, and the Te- 
meraire, at Devonport, is also din 
a forward state. The Superb, 
building by Messrs. Armstrong, 
Whitworth, is not in such a satis- 
factory condition, the labor dis- 


putes having affected her as well as!

These four battleships are all de- 
stined to join the Nore Division af 
the Home Fleet.
